STR 
EING out of town lat week, I had not an opportunity 
of feeing your paper of Wednefday laft, nor the Adver- 
tifer of Friday, until Sunday evening. ‘To my utter aftonith- 
ment, I read a paragraph in both of thefe mye in which my 
charatter is, in the highelt degree, interefted, both as a ma- 

giltrate and a man. 

From the article in the papers, as alledged to have been 
contained in the oath of Middleton emitted ia the trial of 
Stewart and Gordon, it would appear, and feems to imply, 
that it was the general practice in the inveftigation of crimes, 
for all perfons, under accufations not capital, to be flogged in- 
to confeflion ; and for fuch confeffions to have been afterwards 
ufed againft the perfons from whom they had been extorted. 

If fach was the cafe, there is no cenfure or punifhment to 
which, I do acknowledge, I ought not to be fubjected: But 
as the ftory, as faid to have been told by the witnefs, is con- 
trary to the faét, it becomes neceffary to {tate the cafe as it 
ally ftands. 

From the great number of boys in this place that commit 
crimes, and are not objects of public trial and punifhment, it 
has been in ufe, after repeated tranfgrefhons, fometimes to or- 
der them a private chaftifement, and to difmifs them. Stewart 
and Frafer had been repeatedly before me as thieves and pick- 

kets, and were both baniihed the county in February 1784. 
After which they were again taken up for pee tages and 
Frafer was, om that otcalion, ordered a private chaftifementy 
and then difmiffled. Stewart was difmiffed without being cha- 
ftifed: But Stewart was not prefent at Frafer’s chaftifement, 
nor were any declarations whatever taken from them at the 
time ; and there néver was an inftance of any perfon receiving 
any chaltifement, except incorrigible boys, who were not then 
of age to be made proper objects of public trial. 

It is fubjet of regret that I was: not prefent during the wit- 
neffes examination ; ard that the counfel on either fide did not 
fend for me after it was concluded, as it would have afforded 
me an opportunity of giving immediately the explanation I have 
‘now done, and which, I make no doubt, would have been fa- 
tisfatory to the Court and them.
